On Wednesday Spotted 
Dog set out. with a companion on a hunting 
expedition 
up Cottonwood 
Creek. 
The 
couple were followed by Willow and a y oung 
half breed named Joseph Hunks, and when 
30 miles from the Crow camp, W illow and 
the half-breed caught up with Spotted Dog 
and his companion, and commanded them 
to halt. 
An altercation ensued, which re­ 
sulted 
in 
a 
challenge 
from 
Spotted 
Dog 
to 
have 
it 
out 
then 
and 
there. 
The challenge was accepted, and, de­ 
positing their guns ana blankets on the bank 
of the creek, the gladiators drew their knives 
and squared away fora fight. 
Spotted Dog 
and Willow were pitted against each other, 
and at the first lunge Willow buried his knife 
in the m uscleof his antagonist’s right arm,dis­ 
abling it. 
The fight lasted half an hour, and 
at its conclusion Spotted Dog, W illow and 
the lialf-breed were dead or dy imr, and 
the 
surviving 
Gros 
Ventre, 
bleeding 
from several wounds, was barely able to 
mount 
his 
pony ’ 
and 
ride 
to 
the 
camp, where he made known the result of 
the battle and subsequently died of the 
wounds. 
The affair has created a great deal 
of had feeling between the Indians, and 
further trouble is feared. 
Several of tbe 
Gros Ventres have gone to Fiegan and pur­ 
chased large quantities of ammunition, and 
it is surmised that they mean to avenge the 
death of Spotted Dog. Agent Allen has taken 
precautions to prevent any of the Blaekfeet 
leaving this agency , and word will be sent to 
Agent Lincoln at the Gros Ventre A g ency to 
adopt similar measures.

THE GOVERNOR AND HIS Fill ENDS. 


The In n keep er's Jo u rn a l a n d th e B a r 
,which 
advertises itself as “ a weekly p ap er devoted 
to the interests of the retail dealers in strong 
and sp irituous liquors, ale, wine and beer, 
is delighted with the p osition taken by Gov. 
Hill on the license question in his message. 
Commenting up on the G overnors rem ark 
that what is needed is ' honest excise legisla­ 
tio n,” it says, "H e is right, and the exp res­ 
sion of this sentiment clearly indicates that 
lie looks up on the p resent Excise Revision 
Commission as a failure, and a costly one a1 
th at.” 
The In n keep , r s Jo u rn a l 
corrects "the 
general imp ression that the p resent Excise 
Revision Commission was ap p ointed by the 
Governor.” 
It calls attention to the fact that 
"it was formed by a Rep ublican Legislature, 
and Gov. Hill is not only not resp onsible for 
it, but clearly is not in symp athy with it, and 
does not look forward to its accomp lishing 
anything excep t the trouble it will give him 
to veto its efforts.” 
This Excise Revision Commission was sug­ 
gested by Gov. Hill, after he had vetoed 
every bill looking to increased restriction 
up on the liquor traffic. 
It was done to let 
the p eop le know that he had a p lan of his 
own, and served to let him down a little 
more easily in the minds of many temp er 
ance men, than if he had chosen to leap 
p lum p ly into the arms of the liquor men. 
The Legislature p assed a bill, in which the 
members 
of 
the 
Commission 
wctg 
named. 
It 
contained high 
license men, 
moderate temp erance men, liquor dealers,and 
Rep ublicans and Democrats. 
The Governor 
did not object to the naming of the I ommis- 
sioti by the Legislature, though he might 
have vetoed the bill and insisted on another 
that would 
give 
him the 
ap p ointment 
of the Commission. 
The m atter was m an­ 
aged so that the |>eop le were led to under­ 
stand that t he Commission was the Governor's 
own creation, and that every step taken was 
ap p roved by him. 
I he Commission did con­ 
siderable work during the camp aign, and 
it was all in the direction of better laws. 
Though the bill likely to be evolved from 
its work would not make licenses as high as 
the Crosby bills had p rop osed, the imp ression 
liecnme p revalent before the election that the 
Governor was willing to meet the high li- 
ctnse men half way and give the state im ­ 
p roved security against the worst features of 
the rum trade. 
In this way he managed to 
catch the votes of a good many temp erance 
men. 
Had he taken the attitude before the 
election that he assumed in his message four 
weeks later, he would have been beaten by a 
larger m ajority than the one by which he 
managed to “ lav- out ” Cleveland. 
It looks as though it would be useless for 
the Legislature to p ass the bill of the Re­ 
vision Commission. 
Since a veto is inevita­ 
ble, it would not be p rofitable for the m ajor­ 
ity to recede 
from 
the 
p osition 
taken 
last 
winter. 
T he 
Governor 
having 
vetoed 
the 
Commission’s work 
in ad­ 
vance, 
there 
should 
be 
no 
attem p t 
at comp romise. 
Let the Rep ublican p arty 
stand by a measure like the Crosby or Ved- 
der bill, and by the manly p osition taken in 
the late canvass by W arner Miller. 
The 
Governor can be beaten in the next fight, for 
the reason that he will not be able again to 
hide the cloven foot behind a well co n­ 
structed Committee of Revision. 
The p eop le 
of New York are going tw have high license, 
but they did not know in the recent cam ­ 
p aign that they never could get it with the 
ap p roval o f Gov. Hill. 
They were cheated 
w ith the p retense that the Commission was 
doing work which the Governor would ap ­ 
p rove. 


A MURDER MYSTERY SOLVED. 


The most sensational m urder of the year 1888 
was ihat of J. Brainard McClure and Hugh 
Flannagan on the 19 th of October in a lonely 
road al*out four miles out of W ilkcsbarrc 
Pa. 
McClure was p aym aster for a railroad 
contracto r named M cFadden, and on the 
m orning in question he drew $12,000 from 
the W yoming National Bank, and, accom p a­ 
nied by Flannagan as a guard, drove in a 
buggy towards the works. 
An hour later 
their dead bodies were found in the road 
where it p assed thro ugh a p iece of woods, 
and a few rods distant was that of their 
liorsc. 
All had beeu shot to death. 
The 
money was missing. 
Susp icion at first fell up on two brakemen 
named Richards and Clark, but they p roved 
an alibi. 
Attention was then given to a gang 
o f Italians emp loyed on the road who had 
been seen in the vicinity of the m urder a 
sho rt time before it occurred. 
The leader of 
this gang was Michael llezzillo, the keep er 
o f a boarding house and a bright fellow who 
sp oke excellent English. 
He was arrested, 
but the detectives who had been set to work 
up o n the case advised his release before he 
fell into the hands of counsel who m ight seal 
his lip s. 
He was set free and a week later 
came to Poughkeep sie 
with M cFadden’.' 
men to work on a new contract. 
Here he set 
up 
another 
boarding 
house. 
F o ur of 
Pinkerto n's detectives followed him, two 
o f whom disguised themselves as laborers, 
boarded at Rezzillo’s house, and went to 
work. 
It was uot till about two weeks ago 
that they obtained a clue. 
Rezzillo then be­ 
gan 
to sp end money freely, buying many 
Christmas p resents and sendiugthem to Italy. 
He also bought wine by the case instead of 
beer, and dressed extravagantly. 
Oue night 
last week the detectives saw him go up stairs 
w ith a lam p and take a large roll of bills 
from a trunk. 
They then threw off their dis­ 
guise and arrested him. 
He was taken to 
Philadelp hia, where he made a full confes­ 
sion, im p licating five other Italiaus, two of 
whom have returned to Europ e. 
Rezzillo 
ap p ears to have taken the bulk of the p lun­ 
der, as $10,278 was recovered. 
The p risoner 
also told where the guns were concealed with 
which the m urder was committed, and on 
Saturday they were found at the sp ot desig­ 
nated. 
The murder, it ap p ears, had been p lanned 
for a 
m onth. 
The ho ur when McClure 
would drive through the lonely road with the 
money was ascertained aud the assassins lay 
in ambush aw aiting him, arm ed with W in­ 
chester rifles. 
T he whole p arty fired^and the 
doomed men 
were riddled and p robably 
killed instantly. 
It was then decided to kill 
the horse, as his return to the town m ight 
start an alarm too soon 
to give them time to 
escape. 
This Rezzillo appears to 
have been one ol 
the most intelligent, industrious and well- 


behaved Italiaus in Pennsylvania. 
But re 
sp eetability. education and even p rosp erity 
do not restruiu an Italian from m urder when 
tem p ted by money or p rovoked by anger. 
Probably no other race that comes to our 
shores is so utterly regardless of hum an life. 
T he murderous instinct is so strong as to 
make them always dangerous. 
Congress will 
yet discover the need of a law to exclude 
them as rigid as the anti-Chinese law. 


KINGS COUNTY POLITICS. 


There is a serious muddle in the affairs of 
the Board of Sup ervisors of Kings county. 
T he Board consists of 12 Rep ublicans and 19 
Democrats, including Mayor Chap in, who is 
a m ember ej-o fficio . 
The time for the annual 
meeting of the Board had been fixed accord' 
ing to law by the p receding Board, and it 
was to take p lace on Thursday, January 3d. 
T he 12 Rep ublicans came, as also did John 
Y. McKane, the Democratic member from 
Gravesend who was discip lined by the Demo­ 
cratic p arty last fall. 
Eighteen Democratic 
members were absent, including the Mayor. 
A quorum was p revented, and no meeting 
was held. The cause of so much absenteeism 
hs sup p osed to have been an o rder from Hugh 
McLaughlin, the Democratic boss of Kings 
county. 
The motive is not clear, though the Brook­ 
lyn Ea g le susp ects that the absence of Su­ 
p ervisor Thomas E. O’Brien, accounted the 
Democratic leader of IheBoard.who was sick, 
and the p resence of the terrible McKane, 
caused 
the 
boss 
to 
fear 
t lint 
if 
a 
m eeting 
was 
held 
the 
Rep ublicans 
would 
gain 
an 
advantage 
over the 
Democrats in the organization. 
In other 
words, it was feared that 12 Rep ublicans, as. 
sistcct p ossibly by McKane, would be able to 
"get aw ay” with 10 Democrats. 
And now it ap p ears that there is no other 
time fixed by law for the meeting of the 
Board for organization, and no authority ex­ 
ists for the ap p ointm ent of a time. 
In other 
words, the Board lias ap p arently no further 
legal existence or right to assemble. 
If it 
does meet and transact business, doubts will 
be east up on all its acts, and a court decision 
may totally up set them. 
The only safe re­ 
course will be tin ap p lication to the Lcgisla" 
turc for an enabling act. 
The 
Ea g le thinks 
the ap p licants will find it very embarrassing 
to attem p t an exp lanation to a Rep ublican 
Legislature. 
The only available excuse will 
be the confession—we quote the language of 
the Ea g le—" that sixteen sober men ran 
away from their duty, all on account of one 
‘ invalid.’” 
And this invulid.it says, was 
" sick ” in a saloon, a very p lain intimation 
that tin* Democratic leader of the Board was 
suffering from alcoholism. 
The incident illustrates in a striking m an­ 
ner the strength and tyranny of Democratic 
boss rule in Kings, and lets in a little light 
on the causes that are bringing the p arty to 
disgrace and decay. 
T he late Presidential 
election turned up on the Kings county volt ; 
if it had come up to Democratic exp ectations 
exp ressed with the most boastful confidence 
until the last ballot bad beeu counted, Mr. 
Cleveland would have received his commis 
sion for another term. 
T he most astonishing 
p art of the disclosure is the fact that the great 
refo rm er Chap in lay down, along with the 
rest of the Sup ervisors, submissively under 
the lieel of the boss. 


A C ON VIC T ARISTOCRACY. 


H ow O ur C osily P rison S ystem ts V iew ed 
E lse iv liere, 
[From tlie Philadelphia Press.] 
The New York Legislature, w ithout p osi 
lively decreeing that the convicts of that 
state shall be maintained in idleness, lias by 
its legislation realized this favorite idea of 
some labor p arties. 
It forbade the use of 
m achinery in the p risons or the selling of the 
p ro duct of convict labor, and limited the 
w o rk to the m aking of articles required in 
the p ublic institutions of the slate. 
This 
gave work to less than 150 of the 3500 con 
victs confined in the state p risons. 
Under 
this act the p risons, which before were self- 
sustaining, now show a deficit of nearly 
$154,000 a year, which m ust be met out of 
the p ublic treasury. 
In oilier words, the convicts o f the state of 
New York have been elevated by (bis labor 
legislation into a sort of aristocracy. 
'They 
arc no longer required or even allowed to la­ 
bor, but are sup p orted in idleness by the tax­ 
p ayers. 
Nothing is clearer o r more indisp ut­ 
able than if a man does not earn ids own liv­ 
ing somebody must earn it for him. 
The 
taxp ayers of New York state would be some­ 
what startled by the naked p rop osition that 
hereafter every p roducer in addition to sup ­ 
p o rting his own family will have to contribute 
enough to enable the state to sup p ort in idle­ 
ness all tlie thieves, tram p s and loafers. 
Yet 
that is very nearly the condition of things 
there under the law which forbids p roductive 
labor in the state p risons. 
If laboring men wiil not p erm it convicts 
to sup p ort themselves by their own labor 
when in jail which is what they do when the 
p rison system is self-sustaining, then those 
who do work must work not for themselves 
alone and their families but for the sup p ort 
of these same idle convicts. 
W orking men 
w ho are so afraid of convict labor comp etition 
should consider whether it is a sensible idea 
to get rid of comp etition by undertaking 
themselves to sup p ort these com p etitors iti 
idleness.

THE GOVERNOR AND HIS FRIENDS. 
KINGS COUNTY POLITICS. 


The Innkeeper’s Journal and the liar .which 
advertises itself as “a weekly paper devoted 
to the interests of the retail dealers in strong 
and spirituous liquors, ale, wine and beer, 
is delighted with the position taken by Gov. 
Hill on the license question in his message. 
Commenting upon the Governor s rem ark 
that what is needed is “ honest excise legisla­ 
tion,” it says, “ He is right, and the expres­ 
sion of this sentiment clearly indicates that 
he looks upon the present Excise Revision 
Commission as a failure, and a costly ouc a* 
that.” The Innkeep r s Journal corrects “ the 
general impression that the present Excise 
Revision Commission was appointed by the 
Governor.” 
It calls attention to the fact that 
“ it was formed by a Republican Legislature, 
and Gov. Ilill is not only not responsible for 
it, but clearly is not in sympathy with it. and 
does not look forward to its accomplishing 
anything except the trouble it will give him 
to veto its efforts.” 
This Excise Revision Commission was sug­ 
gested by Gov. Hill, after he had vetoed 
every bill looking to increased restriction 
upon the liquor traille. 
It was done to let 
the people know that he had a plan of his 
own, and served to let him down a little 
more easily in the minds of many tem per­ 
ance men, than if lie had chosen to leap 
plumply into the arms of the liquor men. 
The Legislature passed a bill, in which the 
members 
of 
the 
Commission 
were 
named. 
It contained hhdi 
license men, 
moderate temperance men, liquor dealers,and 
Republicans and Democrats. 
The Governor 
did not object to the naming of the Commis­ 
sion by the Legislature, though he m ight 
have vetoed the hill and insisted on another 
that would 
give 
him the appointment 
of the Commission. 
The matter was m an­ 
aged so that the people were led to under­ 
stand that the Commission was the Governor’s 
own creation, and that every step taken was 
approved by him. 
The Commission did con­ 
siderable work during the campaign, and 
it was all in the direction of better laws 
Though the bill likely to be evolved from 
its work would not make licenses as high 
the Crosby bills liad proposed, the impression 
became prevalent before the election that the 
Governor was willing to meet the high li 
ctnse men half way and give the stale im­ 
proved security against the worst, features of 
the ruin trade. 
In this way he managed to 
catch the votes of u good many temperance 
men. 
liad he taken the attitude before the 
election that he assumed in his message four 
weeks later, he would have been beaten by a 
larger majority than the one by which he 
managed to “ lay out ” Cleveland. 
It looks as though it would be useless for 
the Legislature to pass the bill of the Re­ 
vision Commission. 
Since a veto is inevita 
ble, it would not be profitable for the m ajor­ 
ity to recede 
from 
the 
position 
taken 
last 
winter. 
The 
Governor 
bavin 
vetoed 
the 
Commission’s work 
in ad 
vunce, 
there 
should 
be 
no 
attem pt 
at compromise. 
Let the Republican party 
stand by a measure like the Crosby or Ved- 
der bill, and by the manly position taken in 
the late canvass by Warner Miller. 
Th 
Governor can be beaten in the next fight, for 
the reason that he will not be able again to 
hide the cloven foot behind a well con 
structed Committee of Revision. 
The people 
of New York are going t« have high license 
but they did not know in the recent cam 
paign that they never could get it with the 
approval of Gov. Hill. 
They were cheated 
with the pretense that the Commission was 
doing work which the Governor would ap­ 
prove. 


There is a serious muddle in the affairs of 
the Board of Supervisors of Kings county. 
The Board consists of 12 Republicans and 19 
Democrats, including Mayor Chapin, who is 
a member ex-officio. 
The time for the annual 
meeting of the Board liad been fixed accord' 
ing to law by the preceding Board, and it 
was to take place on Thursday, January 3d. 
The 12 Republicans came, as also did John 
Y. McKane, the Democratic member from 
Gravesend who was disciplined by the Demo­ 
cratic party last fall. 
Eighteen Democratic 
members were absent, including the Mayor. 
A quorum was prevented, and no meeting 
was held. The cause of so much absenteeism 
*s supposed to have been an order from Hugh 
McLaughlin, the Democratic boss of Kings 
county. 
The motive is not clear, though the Brook­ 
lyn Eagle suspects that the absence of Su­ 
pervisor Thomas E. O’Brien, accounted the 
Democratic leader of theBoard.who was sick, 
ind the presence of the terrible McKane, 
ísed 
the 
boss 
to 
fear 
tlmt 
if 
meeting 
was 
held 
the 
Republicans 
would 
gain 
an 
advantage 
over 
the 
Democrats in the organization. 
In other 
words, it was feared that 12 Republicans, as 
sisted possibly by McKane, would be able to 
get aw ay” with 10 Democrats. 
And now it appears that there is no other 
time fixed by law for the meeting of the 
Hoard for organization, and no authority ex­ 
ists for the appointm ent of a time. 
In other 
words, the Board has apparently no further 
legal existence or right to assemble. 
If it 
does meet and transact business, doubts will 
be cast upon all its acts, and a coutt decision 
may totally upset them. 
The only safe re 
course will be an application to the Legisla* 
ture for an enabling act. 
The Eagle think 
the applicants will find it very cmbarrassim 
to attempt an explanation to a Republican 
Legislature. 
The only available excuse will 
be the confession—we quote the language of 
the Eagle—“ that sixteen sober men ran 
away from their duty, all on account of one 
invalid.’” And this invalid, it says, wa 
“ sick” in a saloon, a very plain intimation 
that the Democratic leader of the Board was 
suffering from alcoholism. 
The incident illustrates in a striking man 
ncr the strength and tyranny of Democratic 
boss rule in Kings, and lets in a little light 
on the causes that are bringiug the party to 
disgrace and decay. 
The late Presidential 
election turned upon the Kings county vote; 
if it had come up to Democratic expectations 
expressed with the most boastful confidence 
until the last ballot had been counted, Mr 
Cleveland would have received his commis 
sion for another term. 
The most astonisliin 
part of the disclosure is the fact that the great 
reformer Chapin lay down, along w ith the 
rest of the Supervisors, submissively under 
the heel of the boss.

The most sensational murder of tlic year 1888 
was that of J. Brainaril McClure and llii“li 
Flnnnagan on tfie 19th of October in a lonely 
road about four miles out of W ilkcsbarrc, 
Pa. 
McClure was paymaster for a railroad 
contractor named MeFadden, and on the 
m orning in question lie drew $12,000 from 
the Wyoming National Bank, and, accompa­ 
nied by Flaunagan as a guard, drove iu 
buggy towards the works. 
An hour later 
their dead bodies were found in the road 
where it passed through a piece of woods, 
and a few rods distant was that of their 
liorsc. 
All had beeu shot to death. 
The 
money was missing. 
Suspicion at first fell upon two brakemcn 
named Richards and Clark, but they proved 
nil alibi. 
Attention was then given to a gang 
of Italians employed on the road who had 
been seen in the vicinity of the m urder 
short time before it occurred. 
The leader of 
this gang was Michael Rezzillo, the keeper 
of a boarding house and a bright fellow \vl:< 
spoke excellent English. 
He was arrested, 
but the detectives who had been set to work 
upon the case advised his release before he 
fell into the hands of counsel who m ight seal 
his lips. 
He was set free and a week later 
came to Poughkeepsie 
with MeFadden'.- 
men to work on a new contract. 
Here lieset 
up 
another 
boarding 
house. 
Four of 
Pinkerton's detectives followed him, two 
of whom disguised themselves as laborers, 
boarded at Ilezzillo’s house, and went to 
work. 
It was not till about two weeks avo 
that they obtained a clue. 
Rezzillo then be 
gan to spend money freely, buying many 
Christmas presents and sending them to Italy 
He i»lso bought wine by the case instead of 
beer, and dressed extravagantly. 
One night 
last week the detectives saw him go up stairs 
with a lamp and take a large roll of bills 
from a trunk. 
They then threw off their dis 
guise and arrested him. 
He was taken to 
Philadelphia, where he made a full confes 
sion, implicating five other Italiaus, two of 
whom have returned to Europe. 
Rezzillo 
appears to have taken the bulk of the plun­ 
der, as $10,278 was recovered. 
The prisoner 
also told where the guns were concealed with 
which the m urder was committed, and on 
Saturday they were found at the spot desig­ 
nated. 
The murder, it appears, had been planned 
for a month. 
The hour wheu McClure 
would drive through the lonely road with the 
money was ascertained and the assaasins lay 
in ambush aw aiting him, armed with W in­ 
chester rifles. 
T he whole party fired jm d the 
doomed men were riddled and probably 
killed instantly. 
It was then decided to kill 
the horse, as his return to the town m ight 
start an alarm too soon to give them tim e to 
escape. 
This Rezzillo appears to have been one of 
the most intelligent, industrious and well- 


A CO NVICT ARISTOCRACY.

The New York Legislature, w ithout posi 
lively decreeing that the convicts of that 
state shall be maintained in idleness, has by 
its legislation realized this favorite idea of 
some labor parties. 
It forbade the use of 
machinery in the prisons or the selling of the 
product of convict labor, and limited the 
work to the m aking of articles required in 
the public institutions of the state. 
This 
gave work to less than 150 of the 3300 con 
victs confined in the statu prisons. 
Under 
this act the prisons, which before were sclf- 
suslaining, now show a deficit of nearly 
$154,000 a year, w hich must be met out of 
the public treasury. 
In other words, the convicts of the state of 
New York have been elevated by this labor 
legislation into a sort of aristocracy. 
They 
are no longer required or even allowed to 
Ixir, but are supported in idleness by the tax­ 
payers. 
Nothing is clearer or more indisput 
able than if a man does not earn bis own liv­ 
ing somebody m ust earn it for him. 
The 
taxpayers of New York state would he some­ 
what startled by the naked proposition that 
hereafter every producer in addition to sup­ 
porting his own family will have to contribute 
enough to enable the state to support in idle­ 
ness all the thieves, tramps and loafers. 
Yet 
that is very nearly the condition of things 
there under the law which forbids productive 
labor in the state prisons. 
If laboring men wiil not permit convicts 
to support themselves by their own labor 
when in jail which is what they do when the 
prison system is self-sustaining, then those 
who do work must work not tor themselves 
alone and their families but for the support 
of these same idle convicts. 
W orking men 
w ho are so afraid of convict labor competition 
should consider w hether it is a sensible idea 
to get rid of competition by undertaking 
themselves to support these competitors iu 
idleness.

The remarkable mild wTeather has p ro­ 
longed the farmers' season mu ch bey ond the 
time when winter’s snow demands a halt to 
fu rlher op erations. 
A farmer s life is not one of ease in the 
winter time. 
Like in all bu siness enterp rise, 
the farmer who will su cceed mu st work. 
In 
conversation with a Wallkill Valley farmer, 
in New-Paltz, on Monday , on farm top ics, 
reference was made to the many mortgages 
there are over farms near that village. Said he: 
“ It takes an eu ergetic man to make a su ccess­ 
fu l farmer these day s. 
The p rincip al featu re 
in this situ ation is the dep ressing influ ence of 
a ‘ bad y ear.’” 
It is not an easy matter 
for 
men 
en­ 
gaged in farming in Ulster Cou nty to deter­ 
mine p recisely which is the most remu nera­ 
tive crop for them to devote their cu ltivated 
acreage. 
To grow wheat in Ulster au d ad­ 
joining cou nties is a waste of time, strength 
and money , as viewed from their standp oint. 
“ IIow cou ld we comp ete with the farmers of 
the great West ? ” said a Western Ulster 
farmer, ou Thu rsday . 
“ Why , if we farmers 
were to rely on a wheat crop , we wou ld not 
realize enou gh p rofit to p ay the interest on 
the money invested in ou r farms, to say noth­ 
ing of the taxes, insu iance, etc.” 


OF INTEREST TO FR U IT GROWERS. 
“ IIow abou t cold storage fu r grap es?” 
was the qu estion asked of a Clintondale vine- 
y ardist riccntly . 
“ Cold storage is all right,” rep lied the 
Clintondale 
enthu siast. 
“ Peop le 
along 
the Hu dson River are too easily frightened. 
I make a su ccess of it on my farm, and so 
long as I can keep grap es for a mou th bey ond 
their rip ening season that will net me from 
one to one and a half cents p er p ou nd in 
market I am satisfied. 
I have a method of 
my own.” 
David Allorton, an Orange Cou nty fru it­ 
grower, in a p ap er recently read at a Farm­ 
ers’ Institu te, in Newbu rgh, has this to say 
of the cu rcu lio : 
It is fou nd on all the wild « rap es, lu it in greatest 
nu mbers on the Vitis Rip aria, which is their favorite 
« rap e, and they u lso seem to like its crosses. It 
seems to lie on the iu crease in viney ards. I know of 
no remedy . It is very small and hard to find and in 
many of the bu nches which it has stu n« a small 
sp ider makes its web, dou btless to catch the small 
insects that are attracted by the ju ice that exu des 
throu gh the cu rcu lio’s p u nctu re. 
It wou ld be well for fru it-growers to en­ 
qu ire more fu lly into this matter.

a ‘ bad year.’”

was the question asked of a Cliutondale vine 
yardist n ccully. 
Cold storage is all right,” replied the

“ People 
along 
tlie Hudson River are too easily frightened. 
I make a success of it on my farm, and so 
long as I can keep grapes for a mouth beyond 
their ripening season that will net me from 
one to one and a half cents per pound in 
market I aui satisfied. 
I have a m ethod of 
my own.” 
David Allcrton, an Orange County fruit­ 
grower, in a paper recently read at a F arm ­ 
ers’ Institute, in Newburgh, has this to say 
of the curculio: 
It is found on all the wild grapes, but in greatest 
numbers on tlie Vitis Riparia, which is their favorite 
grape, and they ulso 6eeni to like its crosses. It 
seems to be on the increase in vineyards. I know of 
no remedy. It is very smalt and hard to And and in 
m any of the bunches which it has stung a small 
spider makes its web, doubtless to catch the small 
insects that are attracted by the juice th a t exudes 
through the curculio's uuucture. 
It would be well for fruit-growers to en­ 
quire more fully into this matter.

T h e Innkeeper's Journal a n d the lia r .w hich 
advertises itself as “ ti w eekly paper devoted 
to tile interests of the retail dealers in strong 
and spirituous liquors, ale, w ine aud beer, 
is delighted w ith the position taken by Gov. 
H ill on the license question in his message. 
C om m enting upon the G o v ern o rs rem ark 
th at w hat is needed is “ honest excise legisla- 
tio n ,” it says, “ lie is right, an d Hie expres­ 
sion of this sentim ent clearly indicates th at 


h e looks upon the present E xcise Revision 
Com m ission as a failure, aud a costly one id 
th a t.” 
T he In akee p. r .< Jo u rn a l corrects "th e 
general im pression that the present Excise 
Revision Com m ission was appointed by tin' 


G overnor.” 
It calls attention to the fact that 
“ it was form ed by a R epublican Legislature, 
and Gov. Hill is not only not responsible for 
it, but clearly is not in sym pathy w ith it. and 
does not look forw ard to its accom plishing 


anything ex cep t the trouble it will give him

'I he C om m ission did con­ 
siderable w ork during the cam paign, and 
It was all iii the direction of ta-tter laws. 
T h ough the bill likely to be evolved from 
its w ork w ould not m ake licenses as high as 
the C rosby bill- had propound, the impression 
becam e prevalent lie fore the election that the 
G overnor was w illing to m eet the high Ii 
ct ti sc men half way und give tin* state im ­ 
proved security against the w orst ft au m s of 
the rum trade. 
In tim w ay he m anaged to 
catch the votes of a good m any tem|M iance 
m en. 
H ad lie taken the attitu d e I adore the 
election that he assum ed in his message four 
weeks later, lie w ould have liven beaten bv a 
larger m ajority than the one bv w hich ho 
m anaged to “ lay out 
C leveland 
It looks as though it w ould l f useless for 
the L egislature to pa«s the bill of the Re­ 
vision Com m ission. 
Since a veto is Inevita­ 
ble, it w ould not lie profitable fo r the m ajor­ 
ity lo recede

B rainard M cC lure and H ugh 
F lannagan on the 19th of O ctober in a lonely 
road nlm ut fo u r m iles out of W ilkeslm rrc, 
P a. 
M cClure was paym aster fo r a railroad 
con tracto r nam<sl 
M oFaddcn, and on tin 
m orning In question he drew $12,(100 from 
th e W yom ing N ational B ank. and. nccom p i 
nied by F lannagan im a gu ard , drove iu a 
buggy tow ards the w orks. 
A n ho u r later 
th eir dead bodies were fo u n d in the road 
w here it passed through a piece of woods, 
am i a few roils distant w as th at of their 
horse. 
All hail Ik-uU shot to death. 
’I he 


m oney wa* m issing. 
Suspicion at first fell u|>on tw o brakem en 
nam ed R ichard* and C lark, bu t they proved 
nu alibi. 
A ttention was then given to a g ang 
o f Italian s em ployed on the road w ho had 
been seen in the vicinity of the m urder n 
sh o rt tim e l f fore it occurred. 
T h e leader of 
th is gang w as M ichael Rc/.zilln, the k e e jf r 
o f a boarding bouse and a brig h t fellow wla 
spoke excellent English. 
He w as arrested, 
b u t the detectives w ho had Is en set to w ork 
up o n the case advised his release ls-fort* he 
fell into the hands of counsel w ho m ight seal 
bi* li|>s. 
He was set free and a week later 
cam e to 
Poughkeepsie 
w ith 
M cFaddeu'.- 
m en to w ork on a new contract. 
H ere b eset 
u p 
another 
(startling 
house. 
F o u r of 
P in k erto n 's detective* follow ed him , 
tw o 
o f w hom disguised them selves as lain* rent, 
boarded at R -z/illo 's house, and went to 
w ork. 
It was uot till about tw o weeks ago 
th a t they obtained a clue. 
R ezzjllo then be 
to spend m oney freely, buying m any 
C hristm as presents ami sending them to Italy. 
H e also bought wine by the case instead o f 
beer, and dressed extravagantly. 
One night 
last w eek the detectives saw him go up stairs 
w ith u lam p and take a large roll o f bills 
from a tru n k . 
T hey then threw off their dis 
guise and arrested him . 
H e was taken to 
P h ilad elp h ia, w here he m ade a full confes­ 
sion, im plicating five other Italians, tw o of 
w hom have relum ed to E urope. 
Rczzillo 
appears to have taken the bulk of the p lu n ­ 
d er, as $10,278 was recovered. 
T h e prisoner 
also told w here the guns w ere concealed w ith 
which the m u rd er was com m itted, and on 
S atu rd ay they w ere found at th e spot desig­ 
nated. 
T h e m urder, it appears, had been planned 
for a m onth. 
T he hour w hen 
M cClure 
w ould drive through the lonely road w ith the 
money was ascertained aud the assassins lay 
in ambush aw aitin g him , arm ed w ith W in- 
cbester rifles. 
T h e whole p a rty fired .a od the 
doomed men were riddled an d probably 
killed instantly. 
It was th en decided to kill 
the horse, os lits return to the tow n m ight 
start an alarm too soon to give them tim e to 
escape. 
This Rezzillo appears to have been one of 
the most intelligent, industrious and well- I 


behaved Ita lia n ' in Pennsylvania. 
But re 
spectability, education and even prosperity 
do not restrain an Italian from m urder w hen 
tem pted by m oney or provoked by anger. 
Proiiably no other race that comes to our 
shores is so utterly regardless of hum an life. 
T ile m urderous instinct is so strong as to 
m ake them alw ays dangerous. 
Congress w ill 
y et discover the mas I o f a law to exclude 
them as rigid us the anti C hinese law. 


KINGS COUNTY POLITICS.

A quorum was prevented, and no m eeting 
was beld. T he cause o f so m ilch absenteeism 
>s 'Opposed to have Ix-cn an o rd er from H ugh 
M cLaughlin, the D em ocratic boss of K ings 
county. 
T he m otive is not clear, though tile B rook­ 
lyn Eagle suspects that tile absence of S u ­ 
pervisor T hom as E. O ’B rien, accounted the 
D em ocratic leader of I he B oard,w ho was sick, 
and the presence of tile terrible M cKane, 
caused 
the

Republicans 
w ould 
gain 
an 
advantage 
over 
the 
Dem ocrats in 
tin- organization. 
Iii other 
w olds, it was feared that 12 R epublicans, a*,

And now it a p p e a r that there is no other 
tim e fixed tty 
law for Hie m eeting of the 
Hoard for organization, and no authority ex 
isis for the apl* linim ent of a tim e.

w ords. Hie Hoard has apparently no flirtie r 
legal existence or right to assemble. 
If it 
docs meet and transact business, doubts will 
la- cost ii I w * u all its acts, and a com l decision 
m ay totally upset them . 
T h e only safe re­ 
course will be an application to the Lcgislu’ 
tu n - for an enabling act. 
T h e Eojle thinks 
the applicants w ill find it very einlw rra-sing 
to attem pt nu explanation to a Republican 
Legislature. 
T h e only available excuse w ill 
lie the confession—we quote the language of 
the Etgle— “ that sixteen sober men ran 
aw ay from th eir d u ty . rill on account of one 
‘ invalid.’” 
A nd this in v a lid .il says. wa 
“ sick ” in a saloon, a very plain intim ation 
tlint the D em ocratic Ii liter o f the Hoard was 
suffering from alcoholism . 
Tile incident illustrates in a striking m an­ 
ner tin strength and ty ran n y o f Dem ocratic 
boss rule in K ings, and lets in a little light 
on the causes th at are b rin g in g the party to 
disgrace and decay.

this net the prisons, w hich Is-fore w ere *<•’!- 
'U slaining, now show a deficit of nearly 
$134,000 a year, w hich m in t Is* met out of 
the public treasury. 
iii other w ords, the convicts o f tile state of 
New York have I wen elevated by this lalsir 
legislation into a sort o f aristocracy. 
T hey 
are no longer required o r even allowed to la 
l*»r, but are sup|>orled in idleness bv the tax 
payers. 
N othing is clearer o r more Indisput 
alile than if a m an does not earn his own liv 
ing som ebody m ust earn it for him. 
T h e 
taxpayers of New Y ork state would beaum e 
w hat startled bv the naked pro|to*ilion that 
hereafter every producer iii addition to sui 
porting bis ow n fam ily w ill have to contribute 
enough to enable the state to stifiport in ii I Ii 
in ss all the thieve*, tram ps aud loafers. 
Y et 
that is very nearly the condition of tilings 
tlu-re under the law w hich forbids productive 
lalsir iii the state prisons. 
lf UU iring m en will not |H-rmit convicts 
to »U|>fiort them selves bv th eir own lalsir 
when iii jail w hich is what they do when tin 
prison system is sell sustaining, then Bios 
who do w ork m ust w ork not for tlK-um-ivcs 
alone and th eir fam ilies bu t for the support 
of these same idle convicts 
W orking men 
w lu> urr so afraid o f convict labor com petition 
should consider w hether it is n sensiliic idea 
to get rid o f eoni|M‘titioii bv undertaking 
them selves to sujqiort these cornin liters in 
idleness.

conversation with a W allkill Valley farmer, 
in New-Paltz, on Monday, on farm topics, 
reference was made to Hie many mortgages 
thereareover farm s neurlhat village. Said he: 
“ It takes an energetic man to make a success­ 
ful farm er these days. 
The principal feature 
in this situation is Hie depressing influence of 
a ‘ bad year.’” 
It is not an easy m atter 
for 
men 
en­ 
gaged in farm ing in Ulster County to deter­ 
mine precisely which is the most rem unera­ 
tive crop for them to devote their cultivated 
acreage. 
To grow wheat in Ulster and ad­ 
joining counties is a waste of time, strength 
and money, ax viewed from their standpoint. 
“ How could we compete with the farmers of 
the great W e st? ” said a Western Ulster 
farmer, ou Thursday.
